TIGHT FOUNDATIONS. 

A PtV.nt Often Overlooked la the (an- 
■trurltun nf Karin llnlldli *«. 

Too often farm building* are aet 
either on cedar posts or eu pasta of lint 
stone*, the rest uf the “foundation'' tie 
lug left open for wind* to blow under 
the buildings, keeping the stock exceed¬ 
ingly cold in winter and affording a 
place for the harboring of rat*, wenslea 
ami other |hM*. Thin plan la alto¬ 
gether wrong. Farm buildings should 
always have a tight foil mint ion. If it is 
desired to ventilate beneath the build¬ 
ing* in summer, put in n window, 
covered on the inside with tine 
win- netting. It Is not at nil uu 
expensive matter to make a stone 
foundation. One can do the work him¬ 
self with rough rock*. Itig n trench, 
and If possible put In a line of tilts 
around the bottom If an outlet can be 
had at one side. On dry-, gravelly soil 
this would not lie necessary. I>ig the 
trench wilier at tin* bottom and till near¬ 
ly to the lop with loose stones, well 
packed. This wall should grow nar¬ 
rower ns it rl»e». *o the frost will not 
have a chance to lift the stones on the 
sides. Front just below the surface of 
the ground lay the rough rocks in 
cement mixed with coarse, sharp Kami. 
\ foot or |es» |s enough of height above 
tin* ground for must foundation;-. A 
loo-i* stone foundation like this must 
not have water standing at the bottom 
among the stones or the trust will make 
bad work. An outlet should Ih* found 
to turn the water away. If a short bit 
of drain can lap tin* foundation of loose 
stones at the lowest isdnt the tile l«-
